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During  the  past  year  thirty-five  meetings  of  the  Trustees 
have  been  held.

The  members  of  the  Board  serve  on  the  Visiting  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys,  and  the  Parental 
School,  two  members  being  appointed  every  month  for 
that  purpose.  They  also  visit  the  children  placed  out  in 
families  and  institutions  at  intervals. 

The  children  under  the  care  of  the  Board  are  classed  as 
follows :  — 

( a .)  Delinquent  children  at  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys 
(Rainsford  Island)  and  probationers  therefrom. 

(6.)  Truants  at  the  Parental  School  (West  Roxbury)  and 
probationers  therefrom. 

(£.)  Dependent  and  Neglected  children  boarded  or  placed 
free  in  families '  (usually  in  the  country),  and  a  number  in 
the  care  of  schools  for  defectives  or  other  hospitals  or  insti¬ 
tutions  not  under  the  management  of  the  Trustees,  where 
they  have  been  placed  for  training  or  hospital  treatment  at 
the  expense  of  this  Department. 
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The  total  number  of  children  now  in  the  care  of  the 
Department  is  1,560,  or  25  more  than  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  divided  as  follows :  —

Ninety  boys  from  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys  and 
eighty-four  boys  from  the  Parental  School  were  released 
on  probation. 
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Financial  Statement. 

The  total  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Children’s 
Institutions  Department  for  the  year  was  $206,721.47, 
which,  divided  among  the  whole  average  number  of  child¬ 
ren  (1,545)  makes  an  average  per  capita  expense  of  $133.80 
for  the  year,  or  $2.57  per  week. 

An  analysis  of  the  expenses  of  the  Placing-Out  and  Office 
Division,  the  Parental  School,  and  the  Suffolk  School  for 
Boys  is  given  in  Tables  2b  to  2g,  inclusive. 

The  net  cost  of  the  Placing-Out  and  Office  Division, 
with  its  estimated  share  of  the  office  expenses  amounted  to 
$104,559.80.  This  includes  a  charge  of  $23.68  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  decrease  in  the  inventory  of  clothing  on  hand 
February  1,  1914,  from  the  inventory  of  the  year  previous. 

Of  this  amount,  $9,679.93  has  been  paid  for  the  board  of 
children  in  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  School  at  Canton  and 
the  Massachusetts  State  Infirmary;  and  $378.86  was  paid  on 
account  of  children  who  had  been  at  the  Massachusetts 
School  for  the  Feeble-Minded  and  at  the  Monson  State 
Hospital  previous  to  December  1,  1908,  for  whose  board 
we  had  received  no  bill  until  the  year  1913. 

The  remainder,  $94,501.01,  has  been  paid  for  an  average 
of  554  children  boarded  in  families  and  an  average  of  241 
children  in  free  homes.  Taking  together  all  children  placed 
in  families  (795)  we  find  the  average  per  capita  cost  for  the 
year  to  be  $118.89,  or  $2.28  per  week. 

The  total  net  cost  of  caring  for  the  delinquent  children 
was  $46,528.28,  of  which  $44,515.14  was  used  for  the  Suf¬ 
folk  School  for  Boys,  including  an  estimated  share  of  the 
office  expenses,  $500.  Deducting  $4,068.35  as  a  portion  of 
the  amount  spent  for  permanent  improvements  and  furnish¬ 
ings,  the  average  per  capita  cost  for  each  boy  actually  in  the 
Institution  (124)  was  $326.18  for  the  year,  or  $6.26  per 
week. 

The  remainder,  $2,013.14,  represents  the  amount  expended 
on  the  visitation  of  boys  on  probation  in  their  own  homes  and 
homes  in  the  country,  the  clothing  furnished  by  the  Placing- 
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Out  and  Office  Division  to  some  of  these  boys  when  going 
to  country  homes,  and  board  paid  for  an  average  of  three 
boys  for  the  year.  Taking  together  all  delinquents,  both  in 
the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys  and  on  probation  (an  average  of 
391),  the  average  per  capita  cost  for  the  year  was  $119, 
or  $2.28  per  week. 

The  total  net  cost  of  caring  for  the  truants  committed  to 
the  Parental  School  was  $55,657.07,  of  which  $52,520.85 
was  used  for  the  Parental  School,  including  an  estimated 
share  of  the  office  expenses,  $500.  Deducting  $4,200  as 
a  portion  of  the  amount  spent  for  permanent  improvements 
and  furnishings,  the  average  per  capita  cost  for  each  boy  in 
the  Institution  (117)  was  $413  for  the  year,  or  $7.91 
per  week. 

The  remainder,  $3,136.22,  represents  the  amount  expended 
on  the  visitation  of  boys  on  probation  in  their  homes,  and 
homes  in  the  country,  the  clothing  furnished  by  the  Placing- 
Out  Division  to  some  of  these  boys  when  going  to  the 
country,  and  board  paid  for  an  average  of  13  truants  on 
probation.  Taking  together  all  the  truants  (an  average  of 
287),  the  average  cost  per  capita  for  the  year  was  $193.93, 
or  $3.72  per  week. 


During  the  year  two  children  attending  High  Schools  were 
assisted  from  the  Sawyer  Fund  Income  to  the  amount  of 
$137.60,  the  money  being  expended  for  tuition  and  clothing. 


The  new  barn  at  the  Parental  School  was  completed  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  The  total  cost  of  the  building  was  $8,199.95. 


From  the  special  appropriation  for  Heating  and  Power 
equipment  at  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys  we  have  ex¬ 
pended  $2,230.60,  leaving  a  balance  for  further  work  of 
$2,682. 
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SUFFOLK  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS. 

Report  of  the  Trustees. 

The  Suffolk  School  for  Boys  is  pleasantly  situated  on 
Rainsford  Island,  Boston  Harbor,  away  from  the  distractions 
and  temptations  of  city  life.  In  order  to  give  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  idea  of  the  object  of  the  Institution  it  is  necessary  to 
bear  in  mind  that  this  School  is  not  intended  as  a  place  of 
punishment  for  the  boy  committed  to  its  care.  On  the  con¬ 
trary,  it  is  the  aim  of  the  School  to  make  the  boy  strong  and 
healthy,  to  awaken  in  him  an  interest  in  study  and,  as  far  as 
our  resources  permit,  to  teach  him  a  useful  trade,  so  that  he 
may  be  self-supporting,  and  thereby  become  a  credit  to  our 
City,  and  a  valuable  addition  to  the  community.  It  is 
apparent  that  time  is  required  to  effect  these  results,  con¬ 
sequently  we  feel  that  the  boy  might  derive  even  greater 
benefits  if  his  stay  in  the  Institution  was  longer. 

We  find  that  these  boys  quickly  respond  to  kind  treat¬ 
ment  and  good  influence,  and  we  note  with  gratification  their 
steady  improvement  in  the  school-room,  and  their  commend¬ 
able  interest  in  this  work.  Some  excel  in  mathematics,  some 
in  Palmer  writing,  while  others  show  marked  skill  in  draw¬ 
ing.  All  receive  encouragement  in  their  efforts. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  good  show¬ 
ing  of  work  in  the  Superintendent’s  report,  from  which  it  is 
obvious  that  the  greatest  advantages  have  been  taken  of 
existing  circumstances. 

In  addition  to  other  work  the  Carpenter  class  built  a  new 
wash-room  or  lavatory  that  was  needed.  This  room  has 
cement  floors  and  shower  baths.  The  lockers,  however,  were 
made  by  the  Cabinet  class,  members  of  which  also  made  the 
required  number  of  mission  chairs  for  the  boys’  dining  room. 
Their  work  is  well  done  and  does  not  look  like  the  efforts  of 
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amateurs.  One  specimen  of  the  work  of  our  industrial 
departments  is  this  Annual  Report,  which  is  done  by  the 
Class  in  Printing.  The  Class  in  Shoemaking  also  does 
excellent  work,  making  shoes  for  their  own  Institution,  the 
Parental  School,  Long  Island,  Deer  Island,  Thompson’s 
Island  and  the  Placing-Out  Division,  with  no  profit,  merely 
as  an  education  for  the  boys. 

The  Trustees  agree  with  the  Superintendent  in  regard  to 
the  imperative  need  of  repairs  at  Point  Cottage.  It  would 
be  advisable  to  do  this  from  an  economical  standpoint,  as, 
with  a  reasonable  expenditure,  this  building  could  be  made 
more  serviceable  and  comfortable  for  its  inmates. 

Another  recommendation  which  the  Trustees  endorse  is 
the  necessity  of  the  double  cottages  as  advocated  by  the 
Superintendent.  Among  the  advantages  of  the  Cottage 
System  are  these :  that  the  boys  can  be  grouped  according  to 
their  ages,  and  that  their  individualities  can  be  developed. 
The  idea  is  to  teach  the  boy  what  real  home  life  means  and 
to  encourage  in  him  a  desire,  ultimately,  to  have  one  of  his 
own. 

The  request  might  be  made  upon  other  City  Institutions 
asking  them,  when  possible,  to  give  employment  to  our  boys 
when  honorably  discharged  with  the  Superintendent’s  recom¬ 
mendation.  Their  need  of  work  at  this  time  is  most  urgent, 
and  employment  will  not  only  safeguard  a  boy  from  renewal 
of  former  temptations,  thus  helping  him  to  keep  his  good 
resolutions,  but  also  would  enable  him  to  obtain  a  recom¬ 
mendation,  wherewith  he  could  seek  employment  later  with 
out  embarrassment. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  School  sustained  a  loss  in 
the  death  of  the  Rev.  Matthew  McDonald,  S.J.  During  his 
term  of  service  he  endeared  himself  to  the  boys  by  his  un¬ 
selfish  devotion  and  kindness,  and  real  interest  in  their  wel¬ 
fare.  His  picture  hangs  where  it  will  command  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  boys  and  remind  them  of  their  true  friend  and 
sympathizer. 

The  Rev.  Father  Brie,  S.J.,  has  been  appointed  as  Chap¬ 
lain  for  the  Catholic  boys  in  place  of  Father  McDonald,  and 
with  this  exception  there  has  been  no  change  in  the  clergy- 
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men  and  religious  instructors.  The  Trustees  wish  to  express 
their  gratitude  to  the  Reverend  Clergymen  for  their  untiring 
devotion,  to  the  Sunday-School  teachers,  and  to  all  who 
have  aided  in  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  boys. 

The  Trustees  are  also  indebted  to  the  Boston  Public 
Library  for  their  deposit  of  books,  magazines  and  periodicals, 
to  the  Boston  School  Committee  for  the  Instructor  in  Music.

The  misdemeanors,  acts  against  society  and  property  com¬ 
mitted  by  boys  under  16  years  of  age  are  not  considered 
criminal.  The  fact  that  boys  are  sent  to  institutions  under 
the  care  of  Trustees  for  these  acts,  considered  criminal 
when  older  persons  commit  them,  does  not  militate  against 
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their  holding  positions  under  civil  service  rules.  It  is  the 
opinion  held  by  the  majority  that  treatment  is  necessary 
to  correct  the  faults  of  these  immature  and  sick  minds. 
Therefore  the  indefinite  period  of  commitment  is  the  only 
remedy  if  a  cure  is  to  be  made.  The  question  then  arises 
what  shall  determine  when  a  cure  is  effected.  The  Trus¬ 
tees  having  charge  of  the  boys  during  minority,  and  believ¬ 
ing  that  improvement  is  effected  more  quickly  in  some  cases 
than  in  others,  have  arranged  a  measure  or  merit  system, 
under  which  the  minimum  time  spent  is  to  be  seven  months. 
When  we  take  into  consideration  that  the  boys  committed 
to  the  Suffolk  School  have  been  tried  and  tried  on  proba¬ 
tion  by  the  courts,  this  seems  absurdly  small,  and  it  is  much 
smaller  than  in  the  schools  under  the  control  of  the  State. 

This  merit  system  is  simply  a  business  proposition  that 
the  Trustees  through  their  officials  enter  into  with  the  boys. 
The  boy  is  credited  for  good  behavior,  good  work  in  studies 
and  industries,  and  effort  to  do  right;  he  is  debited  for  negli¬ 
gence,  defects  and  misdemeanors.  Like  every  system  for 
measuring  conduct,  character  and  intelligence,  it  has  its 
defects,  but  on  the  whole  works  out  satisfactorily.  It  is 
unfair  to  the  boy  and  ruinous  to  the  discipline  of  the 
School  if  a  boy  by  preferential  means  leaves  the  School 
before  his  accounts  are  square. 

That  the  Suffolk  School  is  doing  great  work  in  the  recla¬ 
mation  of  Boston  boys  is  attested  by  the  remarkable  show¬ 
ing  the  majority  of  its  graduates  are  making  in  the  com¬ 
munity.  That  the  merit  system  works  well  is  proved  by 
the  small  number  returned  or  committed  to  other  institu¬ 
tions. 

Every  year  sees  the  old  buildings  depreciating,  and  conse¬ 
quently  the  need  of  new  ones  becomes  more  urgent.  Exten¬ 
sive  repairs  and  alterations  will  be  necessary  this  year  at 
Point  Cottage.  The  Institution  building  requires  a  great 
outlay  for  repairs  every  year  in  order  to  keep  it  habitable. 
I  believe  it  would  be  economy  for  the  City  to  build  two 
double  cottages  in  which  to  house  the  boys,  and  use  the 
Institution  building  as  an  industrial,  school,  and  office 
building. 

The  Committee  of  the  City  Council  condemned  the  wash¬ 
room  and  locker-room  as  unsanitary  and  inadequate  for  the 
needs  of  the  Institution.  The  boys  in  the  carpenter  class 
accordingly  put  an  ell  on  the  playroom.  This  room  has  a 
cement  floor,  properly  drained,  and  is  equipped  with  an 
enameled  sink,  185  feet  long,  brass  faucets,  hot  and  cold 
water,  and  a  shower  bath  large  enough  to  accommodate  fifty 
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boys  at  a  time.  One  hundred  and  thirty  sectional  lockers 
were  made  and  placed  on  the  walls  around  the  playroom  by 
the  boys  in  the  Cabinet  Class.  These  were  made  of  oak,  and 
125  dining  room  chairs  were  also  constructed  of  oak  for  the 
Institution  boys’  dining  hall.  A  new  piazza  on  two  sides 
of  the  Superintendent’s  house,  masonry  work  at  Cottage 
school  building,  cement  work  in  walls  and  floor  of  new 
wash-room,  a  cabin  on  motor  boat,  cutting  and  setting 
glass,  putting  on  and  taking  down  storm  doors,  porches, 
windows,  screens,  etc.,  etc.,  constituted  the  work  of  the 
Carpenter  boys.

The  classes  in  Sloyd  have  been  conducted  the  same  as  last 
year,  except  that  one  period  per  week  has  been  added  and 
given  over  to  mechanical  drawing  and  reading  of  blue  prints. 
Also  the  cabinet  and  carpenter  classes  have  combined  in  a 
mechanical  drawing  class  which  has  met  two  evenings  per 
week  throughout  the  school  year. 

The  school  of  letters  is  following  as  nearly  as  possible  the 
requirements  of  the  Boston  school  system,  paying  especial 
attention  to  the  fundamentals.  On  the  Closing  Day.  scenes 
from  Julius  Caesar  were  presented,  at  which  occasion  exhib¬ 
its  of  the  work  of  all  Departments  were  shown.  The  Boston 
Public  Library  continues  to  furnish  us  with  a  good  supply 
of  books  and  magazines.  The  Principal  of  the  School,  Miss 
Elizabeth  Eagan,  was  granted  a  sabbatical  year,  beginning 
Sept.  1,  1913. 

HEALTH. 

Good  health  is  a  very  important  element  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  character.  Good,  wholesome  food,  proper  exercise, 
cleanliness,  enthusiasm  and  rivalry  in  athletics,  prompt 
and  proper  medical  attendance  are  requisites  for  keeping 
a  healthy  body.  The  boys  enjoy  all  these  advantages,  and 
the  following  report  of  the  resident  physician  attests  the 
good  health:  —

To  the  Board  op  Trustees  and  Supt.  J.  J.  Ryan,  — 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to 
report  that  the  health  of  all  boys  has  been  exceptionally  good. 
There  has  been  treated  in  the  dispensary  620  cases ;  of  this  num¬ 
ber  one  was  sent  to  Long  Island  Hospital  and  one  to  the  Mass. 
Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary.  There  has  been  no  case  of  serious  sick¬ 
ness  nor  an  epidemic  of  any  kind  during  the  year.  There  was 
one  case  of  Rothelu  (German  Measles)  among  the  officers,  but  by 
prompt  isolation  and  the  use  of  germicides  it  was  prevented  from 
spreading.  I  am  more  impressed  every  day  with  this  being  an 
ideal  place  for  a  School  of  this  sort  both  as  regards  moral  and 
physical  development.

On  Feb.  7,  1918,  our  School  lost  a  valued  friend  and  coun¬ 
sellor  in  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Matthew  McDonald,  S.J. 
The  work  with  the  Catholic  boys  is  progressing  under  the 
Rev.  Father  Brie  and  his  corps  of  Sunday  School  teachers. 
Rev.  George  E.  Stokes  and  Mr.  N.  I.  Goodman  continue 
their  excellent  work  with  the  Protestant  and  Hebrew  boys 
respectively.  The  City  of  Boston  owes  these  conscientious 
workers  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  their  voluntary  services. 

This  year  has  been  one  of  progress :  fewer  boys  have  been 
committed  and  only  twelve  boys  have  been  returned  by  the 
Trustees.  Our  average  daily  attendance  has  been  quite  a 
little  below  that  of  last  year.  This,  together  with  the  higher 
cost  of  living,  the  revision  of  salaries  and  the  large  number 
of  improvements  necessitated  the  expenditure  of  about  the 
same  amount  of  money,  consequently  our  per  capita  cost  of 
maintenance  is  somewhat  increased. 

I  would  like  to  see  our  present  Industries  expanded  and 
new  ones  added  so  that  every  boy  sent  here  could  learn  a 
trade.  I  should  like  to  see  the  release  of  eacli  boy  made 
only  after  he  has  learned  a  trade  so  that  he  is  fortified  to 
earn  his  own  way  when  he  goes  out  to  labor  in  the  world. 
Our  Instructors  should  be  paid  sufficient  salary  to  attract  the 
best. 

Discipline  can  be  more  improved,  morality  better  taught, 
decorum,  etiquette,  respect,  and  those  finer  elements  which 
mark  the  gentleman  more  easily  practiced  under  the  Cottage 
system  than  where  the  congregate  system  is  in  vogue.  Most 
of  our  boys  living  in  the  congested  districts  of  a  large  city 
have  not  had  the  advantages  of  a  good  home.  In  fact  they 
do  not  know  what  home  means,  except  perhaps  a  place  to  eat 
and  sleep.  Under  the  Cottage  system,  with  a  good  man  and 
his  wife  acting  as  the  father  and  mother,  the  amount  of  good 
accomplished  can  be  immeasurable.  It  is  unnecessary  here 
to  go  more  into  detail  of  the  advantages  of  the  one  system 
over  the  other  since  it  is  well  known  to  be  an  accepted  fact. 
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I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
one  and  all,  for  the  encouragement  and  good  counsels  offered 
me  during  the  past  year ;  also  to  attribute  what  small  meas¬ 
ure  of  success  I  may  have  had  in  carrying  out  the  work  of 
the  School  to  their  aid,  and  to  the  faithful  and  conscientious 
work  of  the  various  officers  and  teachers. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  installation  of  a  new  high-speed  engine  with  attached 
dynamo,  replacing  the  old  unit,  a  new  boiler,  and  an  emer¬ 
gency  whistle. 

Connection  of  all  buildings  and  dormitories  by  a  private 
telephone  system  with  self-operated  switchboard. 

New  coating  of  muresco  on  ceilings  of  dormitories  and 
boys’  dining-room,  and  painting  of  walls  of  dining-room. 

Our  needs,  besides  most  of  those  enumerated  last  year,  are 
a  laundry  to  be  installed  in  the  old  wash-room,  and  repairs 
and  alterations  at  Point  Cottage.

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PARENTAL  SCHOOL. 

(THE  TRUANT  SCHOOL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON.) 

Report  of  the  Trustees. 

The  Parental  School  for  the  truant  boys  of  the  City  of 
Boston  is  located  on  a  large  tract  of  land  in  West  Roxbury. 
The  Cottage  system  is  here  employed,  which  not  only  ren¬ 
ders  it  possible  to  make  a  definite  grouping  of  the  boys 
under  its  care,  but  also  greatly  facilitates  the  work  of  the 
School.  The  boys  attend  school  regularly  in  a  modem 
school  building,  with  an  assembly  hall,  and  light  well-venti¬ 
lated  class-rooms.  The  Trustees  consider  it  important  that 
these  pupils  receive  the  academic  training  and  instruction 
that  will  enable  them  to  re-enter  the  Public  Schools  of  the 
same  grade  with  boys  of  their  own  ages  when  they  return  to 
their  families. 

It  is  worthy  of  attention  in  the  Superintendent’s  report  to 
note  the  improvements  that  have  been  made  during  the  past 
year,  and  particularly  the  work  that  has  been  done  by  the 
boys  in  three  cottages  under  the  supervision  of  the  Masters ; 
and  it  is  a  commendable  fact  that  the  boys  take  pride  in 
work  that  is  well  done. 

It  will  be  seen  in  the  report  of  the  Resident  Physician 
that,  with  reasonable  exceptions,  the  general  health  of  the 
boys  has  been  good ;  that  each  applicant  receives  a  physical 
examination  upon  his  admission.  That  his  teeth  are  care¬ 
fully  inspected  and  treated  is  attested  by  the  report  of  the 
Dentist. 

The  Trustees  again  wish  to  thank  the  Rev.  Father 
Broderick  of  St.  Theresa’s  Catholic  Church,  and  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Byington  of  the  South  Evangelical  Protestant  Church 
for  their  kindness  and  faithfulness,  and  all  others  who  have 
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rendered  assistance  in  advancing  the  religious  welfare  of  the 
boys. 

The  Trustees  also  wish  to  express  their  gratitude  to  the 
Boston  Public  Library  for  its  generous  deposit  of  books, 
magazines  and  periodicals ;  to  the  School  Committee  for  the 
instructor  of  music ;  and  to  the  volunteer  staff  of  physicians 
for  their  valuable  service.

Our  particular  duty  is  to  create  an  environment  for  the 
child  committed  to  our  Institution  which  shall  exert,  so  far 
as  possible,  the  good  influences  of  which  he  may  have  been 
deprived.  The  term  Parental  is  very  significant,  and  implies 
lofty  ideals  and  high  standards  of  morality,  kindliness,  jus¬ 
tice  and  love. 

The  first  requisition  of  the  Institution  is  proper  grouping 
of  the  boys.  Various  stages  of  mental  development  require 
different  methods  and  kinds  of  treatment,  discipline,  training 
and  occupation.  For  instance:  one  cottage  might  contain 
boys  of  the  ages  of  14  and  15;  another  cottage  might  con¬ 
tain  bo}'s  of  the  ages  of  twelve  and  thirteen ;  and  still 
another  cottage  might  contain  the  youngest  boys.  These 
are  some  of  the  principal  advantages  of  the  Cottage  system. 
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Great  effort  has  been  made  in  our  academic  work  to  main¬ 
tain  the  same  standard  which  has  been  established  in  the 
public  schools  of  this  City. 

PHYSICAL  CARE. 

The  general  health  of  the  boys  has  been  excellent.  We 
have  splendid  facilities  for  promoting  the  physical  well-being 
of  the  pupils.  Every  boy  receives  a  physical  examination 
on  the  day  of  his  arrival,  and  data  concerning  his  condition 
is  recorded  on  a  chart.  He  is  re-examined  at  intervals 
throughout  his  stay  here  so  that,  as  far  as  possible,  defects 
may  be  ascertained  and  corrected.  If  his  eyesight  is  im¬ 
paired  our  oculist,  Dr.  E.  H.  Hurley,  is  consulted.  His 
teeth  are  examined  and  treated  by  Drs.  Wentworth  and  Bris¬ 
tol.  The  resident  physician  is  at  our  well-equipped  dispen¬ 
sary  every  day  at  7  A.M.  and  6.30  p.m.  Slight  illnesses 
are  taken  care  of  in  our  own  hospital,  to  which  a  nurse 
devotes  her  whole  time.  If  any  alarming  symptoms  appear 
in  the  patient  who  comes  to  the  resident  physician,  one  of 
our  board  of  visiting  physicians  is  called ;  then,  if  necessary, 
the  patient  is  taken  to  the  City  Hospital. 

The  board  of  visiting  physicians,  previously  referred  to, 
consists  of  Drs.  A.  M.  Worthington,  F.  C.  Jillson,  S.  Rich¬ 
mond  and  B.  E.  Hamilton.  These  gentlemen  give  freely  of 
their  time  and  skill  and  contribute  greatly  to  our  general 
good  health. 

The  following  are  the  reports  of  our  resident  physician 
and  of  our  dentists.  We  offer  no  oculist’s  report  for  this 
year,  since  Dr.  Hurley,  who  has  helped  us  so  efficiently  for  a 
number  of  years,  has  been  obliged  to  sever  his  connection 
with  the  Institution. 

physician’s  reports. 

Mr.  G.  C.  Minard  : 

I  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  medical  depart¬ 
ment  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1914. 

The  general  health  of  the  boys  has  been  very  good.  The 
same  system  of  examining  the  boys  at  their  entrance  has  been 
carefully  followed  out  this  year,  thus  safeguarding  the  boys 
against  any  malady  that  could  be  spread  among  them  by  the 
newcomers. 

All  boys  reporting  for  medical  treatment  are  likewise  care¬ 
fully  examined,  and  when  indications  present  the  boys  are  put 
to  bed,  either  for  treatment  or  observation.  In  case  of  sore 
throats  a  culture  is  taken  and  submited  to  the  Board  of  Health 
for  examination,  and  the  boys  are  not  allowed  to  leave  the  hospi¬ 
tal  until  the  report  on  the  culture  is  received  and  the  throat  has 
returned  to  a  normal  condition. 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  there  were  thirteen  cases 
of  diphtheria,  most  of  which  were  of  a  light  form.  They  were 
treated  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  Cultures  were  taken  reg¬ 
ularly  from  every  member  of  the  Institution,  and  every  boy 
received  an  immunizing  dose  of  diphtheria  antitoxin,  thus  pro¬ 
tecting  them  against  the  disease. 

There  has  been  no  death  this  school  year,  and  outside  of  the 
cases  of  diphtheria,  a  few  lung  cases,  and  a  few  fractures  of 
minor  degree,  the  cases  have  been  those  incident  to  the  daily 
work  and  play  of  the  boys. 

The  total  number  of  cases  treated  was  2,417.  Of  these,  217 
cases  were  treated  in  the  hospital.  Sore  throats,  colds,  intest¬ 
inal  disturbances  and  skin  diseases  make  up  the  greater  part  of 
the  cases  treated. 

The  success  of  the  year  is  due,  in  part,  to  the  co-operation  of 
the  Superintendent  and  the  masters,  and  the  nurse,  Mrs.  Machon, 
whose  many  years  of  service  render  her  indispensable  to  the  good 
physical  condition  of  the  boys.  The  visiting  staff  of  physicians 
have  given  us  much  assistance  and  advice.

Mr.  G.  C.  Minard,  Superintendent ,  — 

Dear  Sir  :  I  am  enclosing  a  list  of  operations  perfomed  at 
your  infirmary  for  the  past  year.  The  teeth  of  all  boys  were 
cleansed  in  July  and  January,  giving  each  a  practical  lesson 
with  the  tooth  brush.  Many  of  the  permanent  teeth  extracted 
are  broken  down  and  abcessed;  nearly  all  of  these  are  the  six- 
year  molars.  An  occasional  extraction  is  to  correct  a  deformity. 
Dental  service  is  necessary  for  over  90  percent  of  the  boys  enter¬ 
ing  the  School.  In  many  instances  conditions  exist  which  must 
necessarily  harbor  decayed  food,  and  poisons  thus  entering  the 
alimentary  tract  must  influence  the  health  to  some  extent.  Ex¬ 
tractions  that  are  necessary  are  made  at  the  first  visit  and  fol¬ 
lowed  at  other  visits  by  fillings.  I  thank  you  for  your  many 
considerations  and  courtesies,  which  expedite  our  work ;  and  I 
also  thank  Mrs.  Machon  and  the  masters.

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GENERAL. 

In  order  that  our  annual  report  may  fulfill  the  true  mis¬ 
sion  of  such  documents,  we  enter  therein  not  only  an  ac¬ 
count  of  what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  past,  but  also, 
what  from  experience  we  may  hope  to  accomplish  for  future 
betterment. 

I  feel  that  the  Parental  School  has  been  a  medium 
of  uplifting  influence  to  many  youths  of  this  City.  The 
cost  has  been  great,  but  who  can  question  the  wisdom  of 
the  expenditure  when  we  consider  that  practically  all  of  our 
boys  will  live  in  Boston  and  contribute  to  its  posterity  ? 

On  Dec  2,  last,  at  10  p.m.,  a  fire  was  discovered  in  the 
locker-room  at  Hart  Cottage.  The  boys  were  roused  from 
their  beds  and  conducted  to  the  basement,  from  which  they 
marched  to  a  neighboring  cottage.  There  was  no  disorder 
or  confusion.  Although  very  effective  service  was  rendered 
by  the  Fire  Department,  considerable  damage  was  done  to 
the  building. 

PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Since  our  last  report  the  new  brick  stable  has  been 
completed,  and  the  old  stable  and  the  coachman’s  house 
have  been  removed.  Two  wooden  buildings,  formerly  used 
as  school  houses  have  been  renovated  as  follows : 

One  building  has  received  general  repairs  and  will  be 
used  for  a  central  store-house ;  a  concrete  basement  for  the 
storage  of  vegetables  has  been  constructed  under  the  build¬ 
ing.  Connections  are  now  being  made  with  our  heating 
and  lighting  plant.  The  other  building  has  been  altered 
so  as  to  serve  for  the  housing  of  carts,  farm  implements 
and  miscellaneous  tools.  A  cement  piggery  has  been  con¬ 
structed  underneath  this  building;  connections  are  being 
made  with  our  lighting  plant.  Leading  from  the  piggery 
is  a  yard  50  x  50,  surrounded  by  a  painted  wooden  fence, 
eight  feet  high,  and  divided  into  smaller  yards  by  wire 
fencing. 

The  removal  of  the  two  old  school-houses  to  new  loca¬ 
tions,  the  disposal  of  the  wooden  stable,  and  the  construction 
of  the  new  stable  have  occasioned  considerable  grading. 
Four  hundred  and  seventy  linear  feet  of  ten-foot  driveway 
are  completed.  Very  little  has  been  accomplished  on  the 
new  lawns.  We  are  raising  the  grade  of  a  section  of 
sloping  ground  between  the  Superintendent’s  house  and  the 
lower  drive.  Heretofore  this  depression  has  furnished 
lodgement  for  stagnant  water  during  the  greater  part  of 
the  year.  About  48,000  feet  of  filling  has  been  dumped 
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there  this  summer.  The  Sewer  Division  of  the  Public 
Grounds  Department  has  recently  laid  about  one  hundred 
yards  of  four-foot  drain-pipe  in  our  land,  extending  from 
the  front  boundary  wall  to  the  marsh.  This  sewer  carries 
considerable  surface  drainage,  serving  the  purpose  for 
quite  a  section  of  the  territory  hereabouts.  I  believe  that 
it  is  the  intention  of  the  Sewer  Department  to  construct  a 
permanent  conduit  to  the  river  at  their  earliest  convenience, 
and  thus  relieve  us  of  a  very  objectionable  nuisance. 

During  the  past  Spring  the  interiors  of  three  cottages 
were  entirely  renovated.  The  painting  and  varnishing  were 
done  by  the  masters  and  boys.  The  inside  of  the  boiler- 
house  has  been  repainted  and  varnished  throughout.  The 
second  floor  has  been  opened  as  a  bakery  and  central  kitch¬ 
en.  The  central  kitchen  ought  to  prove  a  great  success. 
A  kitchen  equipped  with  model  machinery  and  appliances, 
under  the  management  of  an  expert  chef,  is  of  educational 
value  to  the  boys  employed  there.  I  have  mentioned  only 
the  largest  undertakings  of  the  past  twelve  months.  We 
have  our  regular  work  to  perform,  consisting  of  housework, 
mending,  cooking,  care  of  horses,  pigs  and  poultry,  garden¬ 
ing,  haying,  cutting  of  lawns,  raking  of  drives,  care  of  flower 
beds,  minor  repairing  of  stone,  wood,  glass,  plaster  and  iron, 
all  of  which  require  time  and  labor. 

RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION. 

No  institution  is  complete  without  adequate  provision 
for  religious  instruction.  As  heretofore,  the  Catholic  and 
Protestant  boys  have  attended  church  and  Sunday-school 
regularly,  the  former  at  St.  Theresa’s,  the  Rev.  Father 
Broderick,  pastor ;  the  latter  at  the  South  Evangelical 
Church,  Rev.  E.  H.  Byington,  pastor. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  concluding  the  report  may  I  present  a  few  recom¬ 
mendations  for  your  consideration: 

1.  Draining  of  cultivable  marsh-land. 

2.  Filling  in  of  marsh-land  at  north  of  boiler-house  for 
an  athletic  field. 

8.  A  gymnasium.

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PLACING-OUT  AND  OFFICE  DIVISION. 
Report  of  the  Trustees. 

No  one  doubts  that  the  normal  child  may  be  reared  and 
trained  best  in  the  normal  family  home  where  he  was  born, 
consequently  it  must  be  admitted  that  for  the  normal  depend¬ 
ent  and  neglected  child  the  best  place  to  lay  the  foundation 
for  the  moral,  physical  and  mental  structure  which  is  to  be 
such  an  important  factor  in  his  future  development  is  the 
normal  foster  family  home. 

The  placing  of  the  minor  wards  of  the  City  in  suitable 
homes  is  the  object  of  the  Placing-Out  Division.  The  Trus¬ 
tees  realize  the  care  and  judgment  necessary  in  a  wise  selec¬ 
tion  of  the  same,  and  our  General  Agent  strictly  adheres  to 
the  principles  established  by  them.  Every  home  must  be 
throroughly  investigated  by  the  Visitors  and  receive  the 
approbation  of  the  Trustees  before  a  child  is  placed  therein, 
after  which  conscientious  supervision  and  watchful  care  is 
exercised  by  the  Visitors  over  these  children.  It  is  an  abso¬ 
lute  rule  that  eveiy  child  must  be  placed  in  a  home  of  the 
same  religious  belief  as  that  of  his  parents,  and  that  he  must 
be  brought  up  and  instructed  in  that  religion. 

From  the  report  of  the  General  Agent,  among  other  state¬ 
ments,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  admissions  of 
dependent  and  neglected  children  at  the  close  of  the  year  was 
17  in  excess  of  last  year,  despite  the  law  providing  for  moth¬ 
ers  with  dependent  children,  and  that  the  whole  number  of 
children  in  the  care  of  the  Department  was  1,560,  an  increase 
of  25  over  last  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the 
health  of  our  charges  has  been  good. 

Too  much  sympathy  and  affection  cannot  be  given  to  these 
little  children  who  have  been  deprived  by  neglect  or  other 
circumstances  of  the  care  of  their  natural  guardians.  That 
they  have  won  favor  in  the  homes  to  which  they  have  been 
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assigned  is  attested  by  the  praise  and  real  •  sacrifices  of  these 
“  mothers,”  as  frequently  when  they  see  the  child  has  certain 
talents  they  generousty  give  her  music  lessons  at  their  own 
expense ;  or,  if  the  town  opens  a  new  gymnasium  they  are 
most  willing  to  subscribe  the  desired  amount,  that  their  “  girl  ” 
or  “  boy  ”  may  have  the  same  advantages  as  others.  One  mother 
pointed  with  pride  to  her  “  girl,”  who  had  been  with  her  for 
some  time  and  was  doing  good  work  in  the  first  year  of  the 
High  School,  while  the  friend  next  door,  who  was  nearly  a  year 
older  was  in  the  last  year  of  the  Grammar  School  on  trial. 
Different  times  the  teachers  have  told  your  Trustee  when  she 
visited  the  schools,  that  our  children  excel  the  neighbors’,  as 
they  were  “  A”  pupils ;  also,  that  they  were  more  easily  con¬ 
trolled. 

The  Records  are  kept  of  every  child  in  the  office  of  this 
Division.  The  clothing  is  supplied  from  here.  The  book¬ 
keeping  and  recording  for  the  Department  is  done  by  the 
office  staff,  who  show  commendable  interest  in  their  work. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  AGENT  FOR  THE 
PLACING-OUT  AND  OFFICE  DIVISION.

To  the  Trustees  for  Children:  — 

According  to  the  usual  custom  I  have  the  honor  to  pre¬ 
sent  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Placing-Out  and 
Office  Division  for  the  year  1913 :  — 

The  work  of  the  Division  has  proceeded  with  characteris¬ 
tic  steadiness,  and  without  any  deflection  from  the  long  estab¬ 
lished  policies  of  the  Trustees. 

Perhaps  the  most  appealing  objects  of  our  care  are  the 
dependent  and  neglected  children  who  come  to  us.  They 
demand  much  more  time,  effort  and  expense  than  the  children 
of  the  other  two  classes,  delinquents  and  truants.  These  are 
usually  older  at  the  time  of  commitment,  and  before  they 
were  placed  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Division  had  passed 
through  a  specific  training  and  consequent  improvement  at 
the  Suffolk  and  Parental  Schools. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  admissions  of 
dependent  children  over  that  of  last  year,  namely,  137,  as 
against  117 ;  of  the  neglected  children  32  were  committed, 
which  was  three  less  than  the  previous  year,  making  a  total 
increase  in  the  two  classes  of  17. 

It  would  have  seemed,  as  a  natural  sequence  of  the  pas¬ 
sage  by  the  Legislature  of  1913  of  the  law,  (Chapter  763,) 
providing  aid  for  mothers  with  dependent  children  under 
fourteen  years  of  age,  which  went  into  effect  Sept.  1,  1913, 
that  there  would  have  been  a  further  decrease  in  the  number 
of  applications  for  admission  from  that  of  the  previous  year, 
but  on  the  contrary,  of  the  total  number  of  377  applications 
received,  the  average  for  the  five  months  following  Sept.  1, 
was  slightly  above  that  of  the  first  seven  months  of  the  year. 
It  was  expected  that  many  mothers  whose  children  were  in 
the  care  of  the  Trustees  would  take  advantage  of  this  law, 
and  apply  for  the  release  of  their  children,  but  only  three 
applications  of  this  kind  were  received. 

Although  a  large  percentage  of  the  dependent  cases  that 
came  here  were  referred  to  us  by  other  agencies  after  consid- 
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erable  work  had  been  done  on  them,  nevertheless  your  inves¬ 
tigator  gave  each  case  the  most  thorough  inquiry  and  re¬ 
search,  and  reported  thereon  before  the  question  of  admission 
was  decided.  There  were  1,070  such  investigations  result¬ 
ing  in  105  applications  being  withdrawn,  118  referred  to 
other  agencies,  and  two  refused. 

Of  the  dependent  children  admitted,  six  had  no  parents, 
while  36  of  this  class  and  10  neglected  children  had  fathers 
only,  and  26  of  both  classes  had  mothers  only. 

As  contributory  causes  of  admission  of  the  169  children 
received,  the  following  may  be  especially  noted:  Father  sick 
or  disabled,  15;  mother  sick  or  disabled,  30;  both  parents 
sick  or  disabled,  4;  head  of  family  out  of  employment,  18; 
intemperate  father,  47 ;  intemperate  mother,  8 ;  both  parents 
intemperate,  5;  parents  separated,,  36 ;  parent  mentally  de¬ 
fective,  33.  In  87  cases  parents  were  known  to  have 
received  charitable  aid. 

In  the  placement  of  these  wards  it  has  been  our  constant 
effort  to  find  the  best  possible  homes  for  them,  and  to  main¬ 
tain  the  existing  standard  of  the  Department  in  this  respect. 

As  in  the  past  each  ward  is  placed  in  a  family  of  the  same 
religion  as  that  claimed  for  the  child,  and  is  then  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  local  pastor  of  that  faith,  who  is  requested 
to  report  as  to  the  religious  progress  made  by  the  child  from 
time  to  time,  the  Department  supplying  a  form  for  this  pur¬ 
pose.  So  also  the  school  authorities  are  notified  of  the  place¬ 
ment  of  each  child  of  school  age,  and  are  requested  to  report 
in  writing  as  to  his  attendance  and  school  work  during  the 
year.  Frequent  reports  as  to  the  condition  of  eyes,  ears, 
throat,  teeth,  etc.,  are  received  from  school  nurses  and  physi¬ 
cians  as  well  as  from  the  visitors,  and  they  are  always 
promptly  attended  to. 

The  regular  visitors  as  well  as  the  local  agents  have  kept 
close  supervision  of  your  wards,  making  3,515  visits  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  those  made  by  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

While  there  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
at  board  since  the  first  of  the  year  corresponding  to  the  in¬ 
crease  in  the  total  number  in  charge,  there  is  also  an  increase 
in  the  number  in  free  homes,  there  being  256  of  the  depend¬ 
ent  and  neglected  children  on  indenture  as  compared  with 
230  at  the  close  of  1912.  There  are  also  18  truant  and  32 
Suffolk  School  boys  in  free  homes  in  the  country,  making  a 
total  in  such  homes  of  306. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  cost  of  board  during  the 
year,  as  well  as  in  the  cost  of  medical  care  for  your  wards, 
while  the  cost  of  clothing  has  been  slightly  increased. 
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The  general  health  of  the  Placed-out  children  has  been 
very  good.  There  were  13  deaths  during  the  year  of  which 
7  occured  in  families  and  6  in  hospitals;  5  of  these  were 
under  1  year  of  age,  2  between  1  and  2  years,  and  1  between 
2  and  3.  There  were  3  deaths  from  pneumonia,  2  from 
marasmus,  1  each  from  bronchitis  and  bronchial  pneumonia, 
and  1  each  from  six  other  causes. 

An  important  part  of  the  work  of  the  Division  is  the 
supervision  of  the  boys  on  parole  from  the  Suffolk  and  Pa¬ 
rental  Schools.  Ninety  boys  were  so  released  from  the  Suf¬ 
folk  School  during  the  year;  eighty-two  to  their  own  homes; 
eight  to  country  homes  found  for  them  by  the  Trustees. 
Twelve  boys  were  returned  to  the  Suffolk  School  during 
the  year,  only  3  of  whom,  however,  had  been  released  during 
1913.  The  agent  who  has  the  special  supervision  of  boys  on 
parole  made  1,800  visits  during  the  year  and  procured  em¬ 
ployment  for  92.  Seventy-seven  percent  of  all  the  boys  on 
parole  from  this  School  during  the  year  are  doing  well.  The 
conduct  of  about  10  percent  was  fair.  Other  details  in  con¬ 
nection  with  this  subject  may  be  learned  from  the  perusal 
of  Table  No.  11.  Many  of  the  Suffolk  School  boys,  when 
released,  are  enabled  to  take  positions  at  printing,  shoemak¬ 
ing  or  other  industries  in  which  they  have  had  practical 
training  while  at  the  Institution. 

From  the  Parental  School  84  boys  were  released  on  parole, 
71  of  whom  went  to  their  own  homes  and  13  to  country 
homes  at  board  or  on  indenture.  Of  those  who  went  to  their 
own  homes,  23  were  of  working  age,  and  of  these,  our  agent 
procured  work  for  14.  Twenty-six  of  the  120  boys  on 
probation  in  their  own  homes  were  returned  to  the  Parental 
School  during  the  year,  12  of  whom  were  released  during 
1913,  and  10  previously;  4  were  returned  from  country 
homes  for  violation  of  their  parole,  and  several  others  ran 
away  from  their  places,  but  on  being  found  were  so  penitent 
that  they  were  given  further  trial,  and  since  then  have  given 
no  trouble.  Ten  hundred  and  eighty  visits  were  made  to 
these  boys  during  the  year. 


It  is  especially  pleasing  to  note,  that  from  time  to  time  we 
are  visited  by  former  wards,  of  all  classes,  who  come  to  report 
of  their  progress  in  life  or  to  express  their  appreciation  of 
the  good  care  which  the  Trustees  provided  for  them.  A 
few  seek  a  knowledge  of  their  parents  or  other  relatives  and 
these  we  are  always  glad  to  assist.
